These  tools  should  improve  our  committees,  because  we  believe  that  the  Christian 
Vocations  CoiTmdttee  is  inactive  largely  because  we  cannot  quite  grasp  the  meaning 
of  Christian  vocations,  or  what  are  the  duties  of  the  Comirdttee, 

Again  this  year,  the  Testing  and  Guidance  Clinics  are  being  held  at  Greensboro 
College  for  High  School  Sophomores,  Juniors,  and  Seniors,    Information  has  been 
sent  to  each  minister.    Further  applications  can  be  secured  either  from  Reverend 
A.  J.  Clemmer,  or  from  the  District  Director,    The  cost  of  these  two-day  testing 
and  guidance  clinics  is  ten  dollars. 

The  district  director  will  soon  mail  further  pamphlets  and  suggestions  to  the 
ministers,  which  can  be  passed  on  to  the  local  church  committee. 

This  year's  Christian  Vocation's  Conference  will  be  held  in  late  February  or 
early  March,  a  definite  date  has  not  been  set.    The  emphasis  this  year,  rather  than 
being  on  the  general  theme  of  "Christian  Vocations"  will  be  on  "Church-related  Vo- 
cations",   Tentative  plans  have  been  made,  iihich  would  include  young  persons  in 
"Church-related  Vocations"  speaking  on  their  respective  work    (i,e.  Christian  Edu- 
cation, The  lytinistry.  Church  Music,  and  Missions),

Each  year  every  Methodist  Church  in  the  Western  Worth  Carolina  Annual  Confer- 
ence has  an  apportionment  for  Golden  Cross  as  a  part  of  the  Single  Figure  Apportion- 
ment,   This  apportionment  is  relatively  small  for  each  church,  but  it  amounts  to  a 
total  of  ^  33,500.00  for  the  Conference „ 

For  a  detailed  report  on  how  this  money  is  spent  reference  is  made  to  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer's  Report,  Schedule  "D",  in  the  Conference  Journal,    The  major 
portion,  however,  is  spent  to  help  patients  to  pay  hospital  bills  and  burdensome 
drug  bills. 

The  Hospitals  and  Home  Steward  in  the  local  church  and  the  pastor  are  respon- 
sible for  determining  who  needs  assistance,    l^hen  it  is  determined  that  a  member 
needs  help,  the  pastor  makes  an  application  to  the  iJistrict  Director  of  Hospitals 
and  Homes. 

The  high  cost  of  hospital  and  medical  care  makes  it  imperative  that  our  people 
consider  seriously  the  mater  of  taking  sufficient  hospital  and  medical  insurance  to 
meet  their  needs.  Members  who  have  such  insurance  are  not  denied  Golden  Cross  help 
should  the  need  arise. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  Hospitals  and  Homes  Filmstrip  which  is  avail- 
able through  the  District  Director.    Each  church  is  urged  to  use  the  filmstrip  dur- 
ing the  year.    Make  your  request  as  early  as  possible  in  order  that  you  may  receive 
the  filmstrip  at  the  time  you  desire  it.    The  local  church  should  pay  the  expense 
of  transportation  of  the  filmstrip.

The  death  benefit  is  |  3,500.00  which  is  made  possible  largely  through  the 
gifts  of  honorary  lay  members  who  pay  |  1.00  when  a  preacher  member  dies. 

All  pastors  are  urged  to  contact  their  Charge  Lay  Directors  of  the  Brotherhood 
elected  at  the  fourth  quarterly  conference  and  arrange  to  have  the  Brotherhood 
presented  to  adult  ciasjes,  men's  clubs,  official  board  meetings  and  the  congrega- 
tions in  order  to  secure  as  many  lay  members  as  possible,

Report  to  District  Superintendent 
October,  1967 

During  the  last  year  we  served  a  total  of  349  children;  312  of  these  were  in  our  group 
care  program;  30  in  higher  education  program;  six  in  our  Mother's  Aid  program,  and 
one  in  our  adoptive  home.   Fifty-two  children  came  to  the  Home  during  the  year  and  29 
were  returned  to  their  families. 

I  am  sure  that  we  will  be  in  agreement  that  our  strong  emphasis  on  the  education  program 
is  well  placed.  At  the  present  time  we  have  37  boys  and  33  girls  enrolled  in  the  R.  J. 
Reynolds  High  School.   Two  boys  and  three  girls  are  enrolled  in  the  Central  Education 
and  Rehabilitation  Center  and  one  boy  is  in  the  Distributive  Education  program  at  the 
R.  J.  Reynolds  High  School. 

We  feel  that  our  program  in  our  campus  school  has  been  greatly  strengthened  this  year. 
Through  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  we  have  been  able  to  add  valuable 
personnel  and  institutional  material  and  equipment.  Specialists  in  the  field  of  Reading, 
Language  Arts,  and  Mathematics  have  been  added  to  our  staff.  We  have  been  able  to 
provide  tutorial  fservices  to  some  of  our  capable  high  school  students  who  feel  and  ex- 
pressed a  need  for  additional  help. 

At  the  higher  education  level  we  have  two  boys  at  High  Point  College,  one  boy  at  Lees 
McRae  College,  one  boy  and  one  girl  at  Mitchell  College,  one  boy  at  North  Carolina  State 
University,  one  boy  at  the  North  Carolina  School  of  Automation,  one  boy  and  one  girl 
enrolled  in  the  Asheville-Buncombe  Technical  Institute,  one  girl  enrolled  in  King's 
Business  College,  one  girl  enrolled  in  Mercy  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  two  boys  enrol- 
led in  Forsyth  Technical  School,  one  boy  enrolled  in  the  Charlotte  Business  College, 
and  one  boy  enrolled  in  the  Boston  University  School  of  Theology.  You  will  note  the  wide 
range  of  interest  here.  It  requires  mudi  help  from  our  guidance  director  in  these 
programs. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  been  able  to  brii^  additional  strength  to  our  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment. While  we  lost  Mrs.  Susan  Johnson  as  a  result  of  the  moving  of  her  husband  from 
our  community,  we  have  been  able  to  add  two  people  to  our  staff,  Mrs,  Virginia  Windsor 
came  to  us  early  in  the  year  from  the  Bon  Air  School  for  Girls  in  Virginia.  She  was 
employed  there  by  tiie  Virginia  State  Commission  for  the  Blind.  Mrs.  Windsor  was 
educated  at  St,  Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Allan 
Rohrbaugh  came  to  us  recently  from  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 
Mr.  Rohrbaugh  is  a  graduate  of  Catawba  College,  Mr.  Lloyd  Ginns,  who  is  in  graduate 
school  on  leave  of  absence,  will  return  to  us  in  June.   This  department  plays  a  "key"  role 
in  our  counseling  service  to  families  throughout  our  conference.  An  indication  of  the 
esteem  in  which  this  department  is  held  can  be  noted  by  the  fact  that  we  are  now  a  center 
for  field  work  and  training  of  graduate  and  undergraduate  social  work  students. 

We  have  enjoyed  having  our  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  the  Conference 
Board  of  Christian  Social  Concerns,  and  the  Orientation  Tour  group  make  overnight  visits 
with  us  during  the  year.  We  have  been  pleased  to  have  a  great  many  church  groups  to 
visit  us  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons.    We  are  happy  to  have  these  groups  in  our 
worship  services. 

A  report  of  this  type  must  be,  of  necessity,  as  brief  as  possible.  I  hope  the  items  brought 
to  you  through  this  means  have  been  of  interest  to  you.

Where  every  family  subscribes  (or  one-sixth  of  membership):  $2.50  per  year 

Where  all  Official  Board  members  subscribe  (or  club  of  5  or  more  at  one  time):   $2.75  per  year. 

Individual  subscription  rate:  $3.00  per  year. 

LOOKING  TO  THE  FUTURE 

Our  number  of  subscriptions,  though  varying  from  week  to  week,  is  now  ranging  upwards  of  12,000, 
which  represents  an  increase  of  1 5  or  20%  over  a  year  ago  at  this  time. 

The  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate-Together  promotion  campaign  conducted  in  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  during  October  brought  in  a  substantial  increase  from  a  number  of  charges.  The  pro- 
motion campaign  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference  has  been  set  for  the  month  of  January,  with  January 
28th  designated  as  Advocate  Sunday.  We  hope  to  register  large  gains  from  this  effort. 

The  Advocate  staff  and  the  Methodist  Board  of  Publication  has  for  several  months  been  engaged  in  an 
extensive  study  of  ways  and  means  of  making  the  Advocate  a  more  attractive  and  interesting  publication. 
We  are  hoping  to  make  changes  in  the  format,  including  the  use  of  color  and  of  more  pictures  and  line 
drawings.  This  would  enhance  the  attractiveness  of  the  publication,  and  place  it  in  more  favorable  com- 
petition with  many  other  magazines  which  are  increasingly  making  effective  use  of  such  features.

Last  year  your  TRAFCO  ComiTiission  assisted  in  arrangement  for  the  production  of 
"Mission  -  Methodism,"  presenting  to  North  Carolina  people  the  panel  of  Christian 
leaders  leading  the  Mission  to  Ministers  meeting  in  January  in  Charlotte,  This 
year  again  WBTV,  Channel  3,  has  agreed  to  produce  a  television  program  for  us  during 
the  Mission  to  Ministers  meeting  m  January  provided  arrangements  can  be  made  in  the 
schedules  of  the  principals  involved. 

We  continue  to  urge  the  Conference  to  support  the  Television,  Radio, Mnis try 
Fund  and  adopt  it  as  a  World  Service  Special  in  the  local  church.    Our  goal  for 
this  year  is  a  minimum  of  four  cents  per  member. 

The  TV  Evaluation  Month,  in  October,  was  an  important  one  for  TRAFCO.  More 
than  three  million  TV  Guides  were  distributed  to  Methodist  families  across  America, 
urging  them  to  share  opinions  about  television  programs  with  local  stations.  Our 
Conference  organization  distributed  25^000  of  these  guides  to  WNC  Methodists,  Many 
of  the  guides  were  distributed  in  the  Albemarle  District, 

The  field  of  mass  communications  is  overwhelmingly  large.    Its  utilization  by 
the  church  has  so  far  been  limited.    The  task  resting  upon  Methodist  TRAFCO  and  your 
Commission  is  a  huge  one.    Until  better  means  are  devised,  the  use  of  television 
and  radio  is  still  the  best  avenue  to  the  minds  and  hearts  of  those  outside  the 
church.

(The  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  has  set  a  quadrennial  goal  of  at 
least  300  members,  as  far  as  possible,  in  every  Pastoral  Charge.  At 
the  rate  of  giving  for  pastor's  support  in  1966-1967  -  $14,30-  a  pasto- 
ral charge  of  400  members  would  pay  $5,720,00.    The  minimum  salary 
schedule  for  ministers  who  have  served  as  much  as  10  years  is  $6,000.00. 
The  ansv/er  to  the  question  of  ministerial  support  and  a  well  rounded 
church  program  is  enough  people  in  a  pastoral  charge,    A  minimum  of  420 
members,  per  charge,  is  needed  to  pay  $6,000,00,  at  this  rate,    rt  must  be 
remembered  that  the  minimum  salary  schedule  does  not  provide  an  adequate 
support ,  it  is  minimum.

There  is  a  new  spirit  of  cooperation  and  comnnimication  in  the  vVes- 
tern  North  Carolina  Conference  between  our  churches  and  our  colleges. 
In  response  to  the  desire  and  effort  of  the  colleges  to  enlarge  and  enhance 
their  services  to  the  Conference,  our  ministers  and  laymen  are  coopera- 
ting in  strengthening  the  relationships  and  probing  mutual  opportunities. 
This  cooperation  is  essential.     The  church  realizes  anew  how  sAital  are 
these  institutions  which  prepare  ministers,  teachers,   lawyers,  writers, 
business  leaders,  the  fathers  and  mothers,  who  will  decide  the  direction 
and  tone  of  tomorrow's  civilization.     The  church  desparately  needs  train- 
ed ministers  and  laymen.     This  affords  our  colleges  with  a  challenge  and 
great  opportunity.    The  church's  survival  may  well  depend  upon  the  train- 
ing our  youth  receive  in  these  institutions  and  the  survival  of  the  colleges 
may  well  depend  upon  the  church's  willingness  to  provide  students  and 
strong  financial  support.

The  1967  Conference  Journal,   pp  210-21Z,   reveals  that  the  combined 
Operating  Budgets  totaled  $5,  502,  229  of  which  the  W.N.  C.  Conference  pro- 
vided about  $450,  000—  between  8  and  9%~  while  student  fees  amounted  to 
$2,  638,  330—  about  49%.     To  operate,  the  colleges  mast  rely  on  the  fees, 
aiixiliary  enterprises,  endowment  income  and  miscellaneous  sources  of  in- 
come.   Admittedly  our  institutions  are  striving  for  quality  education  while 
trying  to  practice  wise  economy,  but  the  fact  remains  that  our  charges  for 
student  fees  may  "price  us  out  of  the  market.  "    We  are  confident  that  when 
the  Conference  receives  a  report  from  our  study  commission  of  actual  and 
projected  needs  of  our  colleges,  it  will  increase  the  sustaining  funds  and 
encourage  individuals  and  foundations  to  continue  their  generous  support. 

The  President's  Bulletin  Board,  April  1966,   quotes  our  own  Bishop 
Hunt  speaking  out  of  his  own  academic  background  as  President  of  Emory 
and  Henry  College:    "Identification  with  high  religious  principle  has  always 
been  incentive  for  excellence  rather  than  excuse  for  mediocrity—  but  this 
fact  will  be  set  in  new  italics  in  the  days  just  ahead.     The  Christian  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning  must  offer  through  modernized  curriculum  and  pro- 
gram,  superior  teaching,  and  constantly  improved  library  and  laboratory 
facilities  an  ediicational  experience  better  and  more  meaningful  than  that 
available  at  any  other  type  of  college.     This  will  be  expensive.  .  .  and  some 
will  think  it  extravagantly  so.    Indeed  for  the  church  to  stay  effectively  in 
the  business  of  higher  education  will  mean  that  the  church  mast  plan  to  in- 
vest more  in  this  aspect  of  its  mission  than  it  has  ever  invested.  .  .  and 
perhaps  more  than  it  ever  meant  to  invest".

From  ihe  report  of  the  Cominis sion  on  Goals  for  Higher  Educa- 
tion in  the  South,   published  by  the  Southern  Regional  Board  in  1961,  we 
quote: 

"Costs  at  a  glance:  Southern  institutions  of  higher  learning,  public 
and  private,  now  spend  $1,  100,  000,  000  a  year  to  educate  883,  000 
students. 

By  1970  to  meet  the  goals  set  in  this  report,   we  must  spend 
$Z,  900,  000,  000  annually  for  an  enrollment  of  1,  700,  000  students. 
This  will  be  1.  9%  of  the  region's  total  personal  income,  compared 
with  the  1.  3%  now  spent  (1961),  but  still  less  than  it  now  spends 
every  year  for  liquor  or  tobacco  or  recreation. 
The  South  can  afford  this  investment.     The  effort  to  get  the  job 
done  is  substantial  but  no  better  investment  can  be  made.  " 
So  far  as  our  Conference  and  Colleges  are  concerned,  we  believe  con- 
fidently that  our  Methodist  people  will  consider  the  value,   count  the  cost 
and  pay  the  price. 

With  some  modifications  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  above  report  are 
identical  with  those  we  lift  up  for  our  Conference  and  her  four  colleges: 

1.  To  provide  every  individual  with  opportunity  for  maximum  de- 
velopment of  his  abilities. 

2.  To  produce  Christian  citizens  responsive  to  the  social,  eco- 
nomic,  religious  and  political  needs  of  their  time. 

3.  To  achieve  excellence  in  teaching,   scholarship  and  research. 

4.  To  accelerate  the  economic  progress  of  the  region  through  edu- 
cation and  research. 

5.  To  guide  the  region  in  solving  social  problems  created  by  popu- 
lation changes,   racial  difference,  urbanization  and  technologi- 
cal growth. 

GRASS-ROOTS  RECRUITMENT 

A  basic  resource  of  higher  education  is  students  and  these  same 
students  are  a  basic  resource  of  society.    Hence,  the  value  of  a  college 
or  university  to  society  lies  in  great  measure  in  the  kind  of  students  it 
graduates  and  ultimeitely  in  the  contribution  which  these  graduates  make. 
Our  colleges  may  be  evaluated  in  the  long  view  by  a  comparison  of  post- 
graduate achievement  with  pre-graduate  potential.    At  a  recent  District 
meeting  of  ministers,   50%  raised  their  hands  indicating  they  had  attended 
one  or  more  of  our  colleges.    In  the  Charlotte  District  meetings  with  pros- 
pective students  and  their  parents,  the  Admissions  Representatives  of  our 
colleges  were  assisted  by  teachers,  guidance  counselors,  directors  of 
Christian  Education,  business  and  professional  men  and  women  and  minis- 
ters,  products  of  our  colleges.     A  priority  in  rooming  space  and  student 
aid  is  being  given  to  our  qualified  students  who  apply  for  admission  by 
January  1.    We  recognize  the  value  of  technical  schools  and  comnnunity 
colleges,  however,  we  urge  ministers  and  parents  to  encourage  qualified 
students  to  apply  for  admission  into  our  Conference  institutions  of  higher 
education  so  as  to  avoid  a  serious  loss  of  potential.    A  plan  of  Education 
Specials  is  being  effected  so  that  no  worthy-qualified  Methodist  boy  or  girl 
will  be  denied  an  education  because  of  a  lack  of  funds. 

Our  churches  and  our  colleges  are  inseparably  bound  in  an  educa- 
tional revolution  which  demands  major  changes  in  educational  techniques 
and  institutional  adjustments.     There  are  many  significant  problems,  the 
solution  of  which  can  be  anticipated  only  in  a  great  united  approach  to 
Christian  Higher  Education.

Brevard  College  is  the  only  college  affiliated  with  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  that  is  wholly  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Conference.    The  College  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  $147,440 
sent  to  it  for  operating  expenses  from  the  sustentation  fund  for  ex- 
penses during  the  year  1967-68.    While  the  College  must  also  find 
operating  revenue  from  other  sources  to  sustain  a  budget  of  over 
$800,000,  it  could  not  begin  to  offer  the  quality  program  it  enjoys 
without  the  support  of  the  Conference. 


With  first  purpose  on  intellectual  discipline,  Brevard  College 
exists  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  two-year  academic  program, 
primarily  designed  and  administered  for  qualified  freshmen  and  sopho- 
mores, enabling  them  to  continue  more  effectively  their  studies  as 
juniors  in  four-year  colleges. 

Committed  to  Christian  concepts,  Brevard  College  is  dedicated  to 
a  way  of  life  that  instills  within  the  student  a  greater  desire  to 
become  a  more  responsible  and  creative  member  of  society. 


The  process  of  education  extends  far  beyond  classrooms,  lecture 
notes,  library  assignments,  and  final  exams.    At  Brevard  College,  the 
emphasis  is  on  the  education  of  the  whole  person--i ntel 1 ectual ,  physical, 
social  and  spiritual.    Careful  planning  of,  not  only  courses  of  instruct- 
ion, but  also  student  activities,  religious  life,  and  a  comprehensive 
program  of  recreation  and  sports  is  vital  to  the  totality  of  the 
educational  task, 

Brevard  College  offers  a  specific  curriculum  for  each  of  15 
different  areas  of  study.    It  offers  specialized  programs  in  Art, 
Forestry,  flusic.  Secretarial  Science,  and  a  unique  program  in  Marine 
Ecology,  taught  for  tliree-week  periods  in  the  Bahamas  during  the 
Christmas  vacation  and  in  the  summer.    The  College's  650  students 
are  taught  by  a  viel  1-qual i fied  and  experienced  faculty  of  48  instruct- 
ors v.'ith  graduate  degrees  from  some  of  the  most  respected  universities 
in  the  nation. 

Physical  Facilities 

Proper  physical  facilities  are  most  important  to  any  college. 
An  instructional  program  cannot  achieve  the  desired  level  of  quality 
unless  the  physical  plant  is  adequate  to  meet  its  demands.  Brevard 
College  has  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  capital  funds  in  the  last 
five  years  to  double  the  worth  of  its  physical  nlant,  thus  enabling 
it  to  offer  a  program  of  quality  instruction  with  the  most  modern 
facilities  available.    At  present,  the  College  is  building  a  new 
cafeteria.    A  classroom  building  and  student  union  are  planned  within 
the  next  eighteen  months.

REPORT  OF   HIGH   POINT  COLLEGE 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  another  year  in  which  High  Point 
College  continues  to  advance.   We  give  thanks  always,  not  on.ly 
for  those  intimately  associated  with  us   -  trustees,  faculty,  alumni, 
and  students   -  but  also  to  our  many  friends  across  North  Carolina 
who  compose  our  sponsoring  bodies,  and  who  remember  us  in  our 
work. 

The  Golden  Decade  Development  Program  which  culminates 
in  19  74,  with  the  Golden  Anniversary  of  the  College,  continues  to 
provide  capital  funds  for  our  plans.    The  first  evidence  of  this  growth 
was  the  erection  of  the  Horace  S.  Haworth  Hall  of  Science   -  a 
million-dollar  building  which  doubled  our  instructional  space.  The 
former  science  building  was  named  for  former  President  Dennis  H.  Cooke. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  was  1174,  up  41  from  last 
year.    These  students  exhibited  a  marked  increase  in  their  ability 
to  meet  academic  requirements.    Forty-six  per  cent  were  Methodist 
students,  and  64.  5%  were  North  Carolinians.    Out-of-state  students 
pay  additional  tuition. 

The  operating  budget  for  1966-67  was  $1,995,938.00,  of 
which  7%  came  from  the  Vvestern  North  Carolina  Conference.  Our 
endowment  increased  to  $3,  163,  269.  00,  with  the  book  value  of  the 
plant  $4,  755,  645.00.    Indebtedness  as  of  May  3  1 ,  1967  was  $600,  000. 

Two  events  which  concern  Methodists  in  each  Conference  took 
place  under  the  sponsorship  of  High  Point  College:   (1)   The  Church 
Management  Inri  itute  conducted  in  October  1966,  with  another 
scheduled  for  1967.     (2)  The  Methodist  Trustees  Conference  held 
in  April,  1967. 

As  we  look  to  196  7-68,  we  will  begin  a  new  dormitory,  com- 
plete the  infirmary,  and  make  plans  for  a  Chapel-Religious  Center 
and  a  new  Student  Center.    Plans  are  progressing  not  only  in  physical 
facilities,  but  in  the  quality  of  faculty  and  students. 

Vve  covet  your  continued  support  through  the  Conference,  your 
continued  prayers,  and  your  helpful  suggestions.    If  we  have  these, 
we  will  not  fail.
